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The Prophet's command to Abu Huraira(r.a) : 

Take my Sandals ( Nalayn ) with you and Give the Tidings of Jannah 

It is reported on the authority of Abu Huraira(r.a): 

We were sitting around the Messenger of Allah ($&$). Abu Bakr and Umar were also 
there among the audience. In the meanwhile the Messenger of Allah got up and left us, 

He delayed in coming back to us, which caused anxiety that he might be attacked by 
some enemy when we were not with him; so being alarmed we got up. I was the first to 

be alarmed. I, therefore, went out to look for the Messenger of Allah and came to a 
garden belonging to the Banu an-Najjar, a section of the Ansar went round it looking for 
a gate but failed to find one. Seeing a rabi' (i. e. streamlet) flowing into the garden from a 
well outside, drew myself together, like a fox, and slinked into (the place) where God's 
Messenger was. He (the Holy Prophet) said: Is it Abu Huraira? I (Abu Huraira) replied: 
Yes, Messenger of Allah. He (the Holy Prophet) said: What is the matter with you? 
replied: You were amongst us but got up and went away and delayed for a time, so 
fearing that you might be attacked by some enemy when we were not with you, we 
became alarmed. I was the first to be alarmed. So when I came to this garden, I drew 
myself together as a fox does, and these people are following me. He addressed me as 
Abu Huraira and gave me his sandals and said: Take away these sandals of mine(with 
you), and when you meet anyone outside this garden who testifies that there is no god 
but Allah, being assured of it in his heart, gladden him by announcing that he shall go 
to Paradise. Now the first one I met was Umar. He asked: What are these sandals, Abu 
Huraira? I replied: These are the sandals of the Messenger of Allah with which he has 
sent me to gladden anyone I meet who testifies that there is no god but Allah, being 
assured of it in his heart, with the announcement that he would go to Paradise. Thereupon 
'Umar struck me on the breast and I fell on my back. He then said: Go back, Abu Huraira, 

So I returned to the Messenger of Allah ($$), and was about to break into tears. 'Umar 

followed me closely and there he was behind me. The Messenger of Allah (ft$) said: 
What is the matter with you, Abu Huraira? I said: I happened to meet 'Umar and 
conveyed to him the message with which you sent me. He struck me on my breast which 
made me fall down upon my back and ordered me to go back. Upon this the Messenger 

of Allah said: What prompted you to do this, 'Umar? He said: Messenger of Allah, 
my mother and father be sacrificed to thee, did you send Abu Huraira with your sandals 
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to gladden anyone he met and who testified that there is no god but Allah, and being 
assured of it in his heart, with the tidings that he would go to Paradise? He said: Yes. 
Umar said: Please do it not, for I am afraid that people will trust in it alone; let them go 

on doing (good) deeds. The Messenger of Allah said: Well, let them.

Ibn Masud's(r.a) love for Nalayn-e-Pak 
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Qasim bin Abdur Rahman narrated that , whenever Prophet^i^) used to sit , Ibn 
Masud(r.a) would stand and remove the blessed sandals of Prophet(|^) from his 
blessed feet and put(hide) them under his sleeves. And Whenever Prophet^i^ 1 ) stood 
up , he would present him his sandals to wear and then walk with him holding the stick 
until Prophet( ( M^ 1 ) entered his Hujrah .

0 addressed one ! May Allah fulfill your wishes and make your saying and deeds pure. 
There are countless blessings of the Naqsh Mubaarak which stand in no need of 
introduction. However, we will mention a few of those blessings from the references of 
classical Ulama. 



l.Pain getting subdued quickly : 



Among it's blessings is that which is narrated by Imaam Abu Ishaaq bin Al-Haaj i.e 
Imaam Ibraaheem bin Muhammad bin Ibraaheem Al-Andalusi and from him it is narrated 
by Abul Y aman ibn Asakir and many others : Qaasim bin Muhammad narrated to us and 
he was informed by Abu Jafar Ahmad bin Abd A1 Majeed (Who was a Shaykh Al- 
Kaamil, a pious scholar) that I made this Naqsh for a student. He came to me one day and 
told me that last night I witnessed a strange blessing due to this Naqsh Paak.When asked 
what it was, he said, "My wife fell so sick that she was about to die. So I kept this Naqsh 
of Naalayn Paak on her ( where she had the pain) and said, "O Allah ! Show me the 
blessing of Saahib-e-Naalayn Shareef (i.e RasoolAllah sal Allahu alaihi wasalam) and 
Allah granted her shifa at that very instant. 



2. Protection of wealth and repeller of afflictions : 



Abu Ishaaq ibn Al-Haaj narrated this too that Qaasim bin Muhammad said that among 
the proven blessings of Naqsh Paak is that a person who keeps the Naqsh Paak as a 
Tabarruk with him, he will be protected from the oppression of oppressors, the wrath of 
the enemy and the evil of Shaytaan, the tyranny of a tyrant ruler and the evil eye of the 
one who enveys. And if a pregnant lady holds it in her right hand during childbirth, then 
she will be protected from severity of labor pain by the grace of Allah. 



I (the writer) say that I have analyzed this many times and found it to be true. 
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3 : Protection from magic and evil eye : 



Among it's blessings is that a person is protected(and safeguarded) from evil eye and 
magic as has been narrated from the quotes of Imaam Sharaf Ad Deen Tanubi. 



4 : A means of Ziyaarah of RasoolAllah sal Allahu alaihi wasalam : 



Some Ularna have stated that a person who keeps the Naqsh Paak with him at all times 
, gains complete acceptance , and is blessed with honour and status in the world and the 
greatest thing is that the possessor of it will be blessed with the vision of RasoolAllah sal 
Allahu alaihi wasalam in his dream or he will be bestowed with visit to his Sacred Green 
Dome. 



5 : Assurance of protection : 



Countless Ulama have stated clearly ,that the troop which possesses the Naqsh Paak will 
never taste defeat, the house which posses it remains safe from fire, the caravan which 
possess it remains safe from robbery, if kept in the commodities ,the commodities will not 
get stolen, the ship which has it will not drown. And if a person uses it as Tawassul for 
asking his needs, his needs will be fulfilled and hardships will ease. 



And just now (previously) we have seen the writing of Imaam Ibn Al-Fahad Al-Makki 
with regards to the Naqsh Naalayn Paak that a house which has the Naqsh Paak will not 
catch fire, the luggage which has it will not get stolen, the ship which has it will not 
drown, the caravan which has it will not be looted and all this is due to the blessings and 
speciality of RasoolAllah sal Allahu alaihi wasalam. 
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6 : Protection of life : (The incident of Mufti Muhammad Al-Kassar Al- 
Qaysi) 



Among it's blessings is this incident : Our Shaykh, Imaam Muhaddith Mufti Faas Sayyidi 
Muhammad Al-Kassar Al-Qaysi that he was studying the Knowledge of Deen , in west 
and his age was 55 years at that time. (I have not heard this incident directly from him but 
many trustworthy people of knowledge have narrated this to me). That he (Muhammad 
Al-Kassar) ,alongwith his dear ones ,was sitting besides wall of a huge building. The wall 
was high in size and the rooms of the building were spacious(large) as is the norm in the 
city of Faas. There was an imprint of the Naqsh Paak on the wall of a height that matched 
the height of a standing person. Incidentally (by will of Allah), the upper portion of the 
wall fell over the lower portion and the building collapsed. 



People were convinced that all those who were under the wall must have died and the 
people (who were under the wall) remained buried in the debris for more than a 
day. When they started to remove the debris, they were amazed to find that they were 
alive and safe ,none of the people were hurt and they were all fine due to the Grace of 
Allah ( through barakah of the Naqsh Paak). The upper part of the wall fell across the 
lower part and it had become like a tent. The upper wall had fell upon the lower wall 
which had the imprint of Naqsh Paak. That wall stood the impact and the people under it 
remained safe. 



All praise and honour be to Him who rescued those people from the calamity ,due to the 
barakah of Al-Mustafa sal Allahu alaihi wasalam. 



7 : Source of status and honour : 



And a person who witnessed it's barakah narrates that a person who keeps the Naqsh 
Paak with him at all times will attain all his desires and expectations fulfilled . And if a 
person makes an amulet out of it and puts it in his Turban with the intention that he 
attains prosperity and that no one matches him in knowledge, he will attain these 
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things. And he will get whatever he wishes for ,even he will be more deserving of great 
status than those in his time, provided that he makes a sincere and truthful intention with 
full confidence . 



8 : Cure for all sadness and pain : 



Shaykh Abd Al-Khaaliq bin Hub An-Nabi Maaliki rahimahullah is a trustworthy person 
among the pious. He narrates that once during the middle of Ramadaan, a cyst(abscess) 
developed on my skin. No one understood what it was and it caused me a lot of pain. I 
consulted many doctors but no one was able to help me regarding it or give a cure. 

Excessive pain made me restless and then I remembered the blessings of the Naqsh 
Naalayn Paak. So I took it and placed against the cyst and made this dua, "O Allah ! I ask 
you with the Tawassul of that Nabi sal Allahu alaihi wasalam who walked in these 
Naalayn Paak whose Naqsh this is, grant me cure from this sickness. O Arham Ar- 
Raahimeen ! Have mercy."So, By Allah ! 

I recovered & got relief . I became healthy and it was as if I was never even sick in the 
first place. 



9: I honour it with my eyelashes . 



Thereafter he said this too that he had a daughter whose eyes were so damaged that even 
the doctors gave up on treating her. Then I was told that many benefits have been heard 
about the Naqsh of Naalayn Paak of RasoolAllah sal Allahu alaihi wasalam . She kept the 
Naqsh Paak over her eyes .So her eyes got cured and disease was gone . 



10 : By the Blessings of which ,the ships cross the oceans . 



Among the blessings of the Naqsh Paak is this which I have witnessed with my own eyes. 

I was travelling in a ship during Zee'qad 1027 Hijri. It was very cold and the waves of the 
water were strong. As a result, the strong waves destroyed many parts of the ship. As the 
people gave up hope and prepared to die, And all the experienced people lost hope seeing 
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no rescue. I sent a Naqsh of the Naalayn Paak to the captain of Ship asking him to have 
faith in the barakah of the Naqsh Paak. Allah's grace covered us and we reached the land 
safely. And the Aarifeen of that journey considered it a great miracle . 



11 : 

During the same journey, strong winds made our movement impossible. We were near 
the shores of an infidel enemy and we had to stop there for a long time. They did not 
attack us despite the fact that it was their norm to attack. It was so, because Allah had 
made us invisible to them so they could not see us inspite of being close. 



And when we reached *Taunis*, we started the journey to *Tafarsus* with a large 
caravan. During the journey we were hit by a storm the likeness of which we had never 
seen. So we got disappointed, But Allah saved us from it due to the barakah of Naalayn 
Paak and rescued us. 



Many trustworthy Ulama have narrated that when they would get stuck in storms during 
journeys by ship, they would make duaa to Allah using the Tawassul of Naqsh Paak and 
Allah would protect them due to it. 



As I started for *Bandar Suais* from Egypt in a small Indian ship and during the journey, 
we faced such conditions in the Sea, the likeness of which was never heard nor seen. 
Many ships sank. Among them were approximately 7 ships of government too. Even we 
were very close to death many times But Allah saved out ship due to the Sadqah of 
Naqsh Paak. 



13 : Protection from fire : 

Another day, we saw a great fire. It felt like the fire was coming out of a River and was 
heading towards us very fast. The distance between the ship and fire was about 20 
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handspans. All the people on ship became worried and ran to the captain. At that moment 
everyone gave up the hope and thought that they will die . The fire came to a distance of 
2 handspans , and the ship was about to catch fire and would turn into ashes. Even the air 
was moving in a direction unfavourabe to our condition. 

As we were all in a distress as what should be done, I got this ilhaarn in my heart (from 
Allah) as to why not make duaa using the Tawassul of Naqsh Naalayn Paak? 



Then, these lines quickly came up on my lips : 

"I ask my Lord through the Tawassul of Taaha, The Saahib-e-Naalayn.. 

For he is held in the highest status amongst the highest .. 

Ya Allah ! Blow for us cool winds ,. . . 

Which bring us message of excellent & pure fragrances..." 

And just as I finished saying these lines, gentle winds started blowing in our favour due 
to which we disembarked at an elevated (safe) spot due to the Tasadduq of Naqsh . 



14 : On the path there was an area infested by the Khawaarij who would indulge in loot 
and plunder. Allah kept us hidden from their eyes and we reached Madina Munawarra 
safe and sound. (Alhamdulillah) 



15 : And likewise we came across a large boulder which was about to hit our ship and 
had it done so, it would have smashed the ship breaking it into pieces and thereby 
drowning it. Our ship entered a hilly cave just as the distance between the boulder and 
ship closed in until the distance was just one hand-span.The waves were on their peak 
and we thought that our ship would be broken into pieces and sink.Thus ,We made 
Tawassul using the Naqsh Paak and Allah rescued us from (the trouble) there. Just like 
this there are many examples. 



16 : Cure of illness : 
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A trustworthy person told me that he was hit with a deadly disease and as he was nearing 
death due to it, he got ilhaam in his heart that he should make dua using the Tawassul of 
the Naqsh Paak of Mustafa( sallallahu alaihi wasallam). He did that and he was cured . 



17 : Protection from thieves and robbers : 



Some brothers whose truthfulness cannot be doubted informed me that on many journeys 
they had to move across gangs of thieves. But due to the barakah of the Naqsh Paak, 
Allah protected them from the evil of those thieves. 



18 : Blessings of the Naqsh Paak and the death of the scorpion : 



Among it's blessing and miracles, is this which I have witnessed with my own eyes. As I 
compiled this book and proceeded to keep it in Cairo library with other books, I opened a 
shelf which had an imprint of Naqsh Paak over it. I saw that upon these books ,a scorpion 
was lying dead. It's body had dried up and as if it had died long time ago. I see it only as 
a barakh of Naqsh Paak. 



In short, the benefits of the Naqsh Paak are very famous vast and it's characteristics 
(merits) are more brighter(clearer) than shining sun. In this connection, there are 
narrations from countless trustworthy Ulama. The permissibilty of Tawassul and seeking 
cure through the Naqsh Paak. is reported from such Ulama who are followed by people 
and a lot has been narrated about it. Hence, they should be seen and the Naqsh Paak 
should be kissed again and again. 

I have witnessed my Uncle ( who is ma aaqa and imam) moving(rubbing) his face and 
beard on (Naqsh of )Naalayn Shareef. Likewise, I have seen many Ulama and Shuyookh 
of our time, seeking Tabarruk and cure from Naqsh Naalayn Paak. And who will deny 
Tabarruk from the holy relics of Beloved Nabi sal Allahu alaihi wasallam and not seek 
benefits( blessings) from such rare holy things ? .
